Signing of Armistice Announced Here at 3 a. m. Sunrise Service

We had more trouble with their 
machine guns than anything else. 
The Germans would fall back and 
leave nests of machine guns to hold 
us. They were hidden in the for- 
ests, on the crests of the hills and 
in shell holes. They were very hard 
to locate and did quite a bit of dam- 
age before they could be cleaned 
out. They would work their ma- 
chine guns until they ran out of am- 
munition or saw that they could do 
no more harm and then throw up 
their hands and yell ‘“Kamerad.” Af- 
ter the second day this was more 
than we could stand and there were 
not so many prisoners taken. What 
prisoners were taken were for the 
most part sent to the rear without 
guard and a more cowed and scared 
lot I never saw before. In one case 
a crew of women was found run- 
ning one of the machine guns. 
| On the second day out we had ad- 
| vandedt so far and so rapidly that 
our artillery could not keep up with 
us and the going began to get hard- 
er and our losses greater. Fritzie 
had our range and began to drop 
shrapnel and high explosive shells 
among us with great accuracy. Be- 
lieve me, they sure can raise Cain 
among a bunch of men, too But 
they did not kill very many. By far 
the greater number of casualties 
were wounds. 





our artillery had come up and sil- 
enced most of the enemies’ big guns 
that were bothering us. They cre- 
ated quite a bit of damage in our 
rear lines among the supply trains 
and the reserves, though, before 
they could be silenced. The Ger- 
mans shelled several aid stations 
land field hospitals, too, which was 
quite in keeping with their tactics. 

As we advanced we found many 
evidences that the Germans had 
been having an easy time of it for 
the last two years. We found dug- 
outs equipped with electric lights 
and other modern conveniences that 
would make life easy. They had 
big gardens and in many places they 
had rabbit pens still full of rabbits. 
It sure was hard to pass them up 
hungry as we were, but we could 
not stop long enough to cook any- 
thing. 

Well, I guess I have told about 
all I have to tell his time so will 
close. Goodbye, with love to all.

Dear Mother: 

I have been been moved again 
since I last wrote to you and am 
now in a base hospital located quite 
a distance from the front. It is so 
peaceful here that one can hardly 
realize that there is a war going 
on. The only reminder is the sight 
of the boys with their bandages and 
crutches. 

The hospital is located in a pretty 
good sized town. I will have to 
take back some of the things I said 
about the towns of France, for this 
one, which is called Vichy, is cer- 
tainly a beautiful place. This is the 
place where the famous Vichy wa- 
ters come from and which drew 
quite a number of tourists to the 
place. 

I thought at one time that it would 
only be a few days till I would be 
sent back to join my company, but 
it seems that it is not to be so. Not 
that I am_ not recovering fast 
enough but that I was ignorant of 
the way they sent the men back to 
their organizations. 

Oct. 15, 1918. 

In my last letter I said that I ex- 
pected to be back with my company 
soon but I guess I was wrong. I 
have been classed for several months 
behind the lines, so it looks as if I 
would never get back before the 
} war will be over. I wouldn’t be 
sorry if I didn’t feel that I ought 
to be back with the boys and doing 
my share. 

I have 





been moved again and 
am now at a camp where we are 
clas@ified according to our fitnesss 
to be sent back to the lines. The 
class I am in will put in several 
months’ duty behind the lines. 

I passed through a place the oth- 
er day where part of the Camp Kear- 
ny bunch are located. I had time 
to find out that Charley Benson 
was there but I didn’t have time to 
look him up. Every once in a while 
I hear of some one that I know but 
I never get a chance to see any of 
them. 

It looks now as though it would 
only be a few months until I am on 
my way home and I will then have 
lots of things to tell you that I can't 
tell sou now.
